IS PUT ON SHELF 


Says He’s Weary Of Re­ 
ports About Own Can­ 
didacy For 1940 
Nomination

Gov. George 11. Earle today 
put his political ambitions 
on the shelf tem porarily and

Governor Earle, who has recently 
been pointed to as a possible “heir 
ap p aren t” to President Roosevelt, 
summoned newspapermen to his of­ 
fice and made this announcem ent:

Pennsylvania and I ’m getting 
weary of these reports about mv 
candidacy in 1940. 
“Nearly everything I do has been 
falsely attributed to personal am bi­ 
tion. 
This cannot but result in 
hurting the reforms I am fighting 
for here. 
For Roosevelt In 1940 
“T h e re fo n , I want my position 
definitely known. 
“There arc many leaders of intel­ 
ligence and honesty in the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
There is however no 
m an in the Democratic party or in 
the opposition party th a t reaches 
knee high in stature personally and 
morally to Franklin D, Roosevelt. 
“Between the third term preced­

Hitler regards the Spanish Red 
governm ent a t V alencia as a branch

Moscow.

I t is a fact, supported by re ­ 
liable neutral testim ony as well as 
by G erm an allegations, th a t Val­ 
encia is now being constantly su p ­ 
plied with R ussian w arplanes and 
m unitions from Odessa, but carried 
on 
S panish 
governm ent 
s h i p s , 
which the naval control vessels of 
th e non-intervention powers do not 
have th e right to stop or even in ­ 
vestigate.

H itler bases his estim ate of 
G erm any's chances in Europe upon 
a firm belief th a t F rance is going 
the sam e way as Spain, and th a t

grate into civil war, which would a l­ 
low' intervention of foreign powers, 
the sam e as the Spanish civil wfar 
has done. 
Moment Opportune 
T h e 
m om ent 
B lum 
r e s ig n e d , 
therefore seemed a favorable oppor­ 
tunity for taking a strong line re ­ 
garding Spain. 
Until this storm blew up H itler 
m ade real progress in his effort to 
isolate his hated enemy, the Soviet 
Union. 
A fter the G e rm an b a ttle ­ 
ship D eutschland was bom bed 
by 
Red S panish w ar planes, and a fte r 
G erm any's retaliatory bombing of 
Almeria. H itler succeeded in induc­ 
ing F ia n ce and 
E ngland to join 
G erm an y an d Italy in a special 
com m ittee for n o n -in terv en tio n to 
consider ways of insuring safety for 
naval patrols. 
The m ost significant th in g this 
com m ittee did was to exclude th e 
Soviet Union because it was not a 
1 p artic ip a n t 
in the naval 
control 
scheme. 
T he Soviets actually became u n ­ 
easy over this arran g em en t, which 
seemed to foreshadow’ isolation of 
th e U. S. S. R. it could have led 
to fu rth e r cooperation am ong the

th u s dissipate th e danger of isola­ 
tion of th e Soviet Union. 
I t is upon this analysis of the 
situ atio n th a t H itler is now p ro ­ 
ceeding. 
U nfortunately, 
however, 
for G erm any, despite clear recogni­ 
tion of the Bolshevik trap, if it Is 
a trap, she is falling into it. 
H itle r’s dem and for a joint naval 
dem onstration was firm ly rejected 
by E ngland an d France, and Von 
N e u ra th ’s a b ru p t cancellation of his 
visit to London irritated the B rit­ 
ish to a degree which m ay be d e ri­ 
sive for fu tu re A nglo-G erm an re ­ 
lations. 
T he Tim es of 
London, 
in an 
ominous editorial, rejects G e rm a n y ’s 
ap p a re n t dem and for British hostil­ 
ity tow ard th e Soviet as th e price 
of B ritish friendship with G erm any 
Thus, so far. G e rm an diplomacy, 
in th e present trouble, appears not 
only to have failed to accomplish 
isolation of its chief enemy, but to 
have alienated the country which 
it m ost hoped to m ake a friend.

“The plan of the president is to 
write the decisions of the supreme 
court as he now writes the laws 
which congress must 
pass,”

Nees said. 
“When any one may dictate word 
for word the laws of his country, 
requiring only a perfunctory confir­ 
mation by congress by the appoint­ 
m ent of m en already pledged to vio­ 
late their constitutional oatti if it 
shall stand in the way, the Amer­ 
ican plan of government has been 
destroyed. 
‘‘And with its destruction goes the 
place and purpose of the judicial 
branch. 
“The people must decide whether

plan, 
more 
modernistic,

ours.” 
McNees criticized the legislature

Murray In Youngstown 
Philip Murray, leader of the CIO 
drive against steel companies, stop­ 
ped here for a brief m oment e n ­ 
roll te to Pittsburgh from Cleveland, 
wdiere he appeared before the fed­ 
eral mediation board.

There are 900 farmers in Law­ 
rence county who have signed this 
year's 
Agricultural 
Conservation 
program, Harry L. McCurley, chair­ 
m an of the County 
Agricultural 
Conservative committee, says. 
Up 
to June 15. the sign-up for the 
whole state was 66.352, he adds. 
In 
1936 the total number of Pennsyl­ 
vania farmers who took part in the 
conservation program was a little 
under 41.000. 
Mr. McCurley says that the Law­ 
rence county farm ers who are in 
the program this year already have 
used many soil-building practices 
to improve the soil of their farms. 
They have established new seedings 
of alfalfa, clover and timothy; put 
lime and fertilizer on pasture and 
hayland already established; p lan t­ 
ed forest trees, and fenced cattle 
out of woodland that used to be 
pastured. 
Later in the year, he 
says, farmers who have signed up 
will apply for payments which will 
give them back some of the cash 
they spent in using practices pro­ 
vided by the program. 
Farm ers who have not signed up 
for the 1937 program still have time 
to sign, so that they will be able to 
apply for payments lor the approved 
soil-building practices carried out 
this year on their farms, 
Mr. McCurley says that inform a­ 
tion on how to take part in the 1937 
program Is being furnished by the 
county committee.

HUMMELSTOWN 175 YEARS OLD 


Do you know that the Borough ot 
Hummelstown, 
Daughin 
County, 
will mark the 175th anniversary oi 
its founding this year? 
The town was founded in 1762 by 
Frederick Hummel, 
who had 
ac­ 
quired 150 acres oi laud 
on 
the 
south bank ot the Swatara Creek 
and laid it out into lots. 
The lots 
tound a ready sale, the iirst one be- 
ing purchased m January, * 1763, b> 
A n t h o n y Doebler ot Lebanon, with­ 
in a m onth attei they were placed 
on the 
market. 
The 
town 
was 
named Fredei lekstown by its found­ 
er, being changed to Hummelstown 
af ter his death 
Frederick Hummel lies buried in 
the old Lutheran Cemetery which 
adjoins the present parish house, 
built to serve as a church in 1815. i
